- tryout ten cars of ripe grapes from 
1 Lodi, Cab, were reduced from a tem- 
■ pernture of TO to 38 degrees iu two 
hours. 
The ears were then sent out 
by fast express, with no ripening or 
decay in the course of their long jour­ 
ney, and t«*n «lay» later were offered 
for sale In New York and Philadel­ 
phia In practically the same perfect 
condition as when picked from the 
vines. 
Used 
at 
full 
capacity, 
the 
Itoseviile 
plant 
vviii 
handle twenty 
cars at a time, and it w ill cool this 
number of cars of fruit in three hours. 
The plant is combined with an ice

duct which delivers the air to the cars 
Is made of galvanized iron, is sixty 
inches In diameter and -UK) feet long. 
W hen the temperature of the cars has 
been reduced to about 38 degrees F 
which is considered the ideal tempera 
ture, the cars are iced and ready* for 
shipment. 
The precooling of Pacific 
coast fruits iu this manner w ill practi­ 
cally revolutionize the business, not 
only Improving Immensely the quality 
of fruit, shipped, but greatly increasing 
its consumption.

been built at Col ton, Cal., for the pre­ 
cooling of the citrus fruits, and there 
is little question that in a short time 
like plants w ill he erected for the cool­ 
ing of less perishable fruits—peaches, 
pears and apples—in well known fruit 
sections in states to the north and 
east.

should be so arranged that tin* roots 
of the plants can lit* watered at inter­ 
vals without wetting the tops. Tills is 
best done hy boring holes here and 
there in the bottom of the box and 
placing it in a tray of larger size in 
which w ater can b** poured or, if tho 
floor of (he storeroom is earth, in a de­ 
pression 
iuto 
which 
water can 
be 
poured. In either case sufficient mois­ 
ture w ill be absorbed by capillary at­ 
traction through the holes in the bot­ 
tom of th»* box to supply the plants. 
Pouring water on to the plants from 
above, as is usually done when they 
are growing in tin* open ground, tends 
to rot tin* fops. W o have tried wrap­ 
ping each stalk of celery well to the 
roots with pieces of newspaper befuro 
putting away, but. do not think it gives 
any 
bettor results than tho use of 
clean straw or earth.
